Radio Board 
Orders Copy 
Of Mae’s Shit 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(/)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commissi ordered the National 
Broadcasting Company tonight to 
submit a copy of Mae West’s 
Adam and Eve broadcast of last 
Sunday night. 

Asserting it had received letters 
protesting the skit was “profane,” 
“indecent” and “insulting to the 
American people,” the commission 
said it had not prejudged the mat- 
ter but would reserve judgment 
until it had the facts. 

The order was contained in a 
letter from Chairman Frank R. 
McNinch to Lenox R, Lohr, presi- 
dent of NBC. 

MecNinch told Lohr that under 
the law the commission had no 
right to censor broadcasts, but 
called attention to a section for- 
bidding utterance of “obscene, in- 
decent or profane language” by 
radio. The commission, McNinch 
said, is charged with enforcement 
of the: law.

HOUSE VOTES BILL 
FOR MORE HOMES 


Passes Measure To Cut 
Down Payments and the 
Expenses of Financing. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
The house steam-rollered to pas- 
sage tonight a bill designed to 
stimulate construction and sale of 
millions of homes in the next five 


years. The measure went to the 
senate by a standing vote of 267 


Later, on a roll call vote, the 
house confirmed its acceptance of 
the bill, 325 to 23. 

Republicans shot one amend- 
ment after another at the legisla- 
tion, only to have the Democrats 
crush them, almost without excep- 
tion, under the weight of their 
huge majority. 

The bill was the last major item 
on the house’s legislative slate for 
the special session. It was drafted 
to carry out recommendations of 
President Roosevelt “to encourage 
the private construction and fi- 
nancing of *housing on a large 
scale” as “an important part of the 
ist abe for increasing general 

activity and employ- 
ment.”

tion he exercised an active and 
consistent influence in the cause of 
decent government and high ideals 
in politics. As ambassador of the 
United States to Great Britain he 
truly represented the best interests 
of his country. All of us have 
suffered a heavy loss.” 

Senator Barkley, the majority 
leader and a fellow Kentuckian, 
said he was deeply shocked and 
grieved. “In addition to a per- 
sonal loss,” he asserted, “I deplore 
his departure as a distinct loss to 
the state and the nation.

Ambassador Robert Worth Bing- 
ham shocked British officials and 
the diplomatic corps in London to- 
day.

Judge R. W. Bingham, whose death 
was reported tonight, was a part- 
time resident of this section.

Judge Bingham owned a 20,000- 
acre plantation in Baker, a neigh- 
boring county, part of which was 
kept as a game preserve and part 
for farming operations. He built 
on his plantation Pineland Lodge, 
a magnicicent home and_ spent 
much of the winter there.

In those sections, as the figures 
in table 1 show, sentiment re- 
garding marketing quotas varies 
widely. Whereas farmers in the 
Middle West are almost evenly di- 
vided in their views, those in the 
South are decisively in favor of 
compelling all growers to abide 
by quotas. A similar picture is re- 
flected in the vote by crops: cot- 
ton and tobacco growers are more 
partial to government quotas than 
are corn and wheat farmers. 

Crop raisers in all sections are 
familiar with the referendum 
principle because it was used by 
the old A.A.A. The “plow under” 
program for cotton, the corn-hog 
reduction scheme, and other meas- 
ures of the A.A.A. were voted on 
by farmers before they went into 
effect. Similar referenda are now 
being held under the soil conser- 
vation program.

Another prime issue in the farm 


# controversy is how a farmer shall 


be punished if he exceeds his quo- 
ta. The House Bill provides for 
penalty taxes at the rate of 2 cents 
a pound on cotton, applicable to 
both buyer and seller; 50 per cent 
of the parity price in the case of 
wheat; 15 cents a bushel on corn; 
50 per cent of the market price in 
the case of tobacco, and -half a 
cent a pound on rice. 

Farm sentiment on penalty 
taxes is mixed. Of the three great 
farm areas—South, East Central 
and West Central — the survey 
found two sections in favor of 
penalty taxes and one opposed. 

The question:— 


should he merely lose the govern- 
ment loan or payment, or should 
he be penalized by a tax? 
Tabulation by principal crops 
shows that wheat, cotton and to- 
bacco farmers favor penalty taxes,

Working Under Law. 


Dr. Abercombie pointed out that 
50 Georgia counties already are 
working under the Ellis law which 
provides for state participation #n 
county health work if the program 
is approved by two _ successive 
grand juries. All of the large 


Muscogee excepted, are working 
under the law, Dr. Abercombie 
said. 

The last grand jury recommend- 
ed operation of the health depart- 
ment under the Ellis law and the 
present grand jury has the mat- 
ter under consideration. Some 
witnesses before the grand jury 
have charged. that participation 
will mean an increase in taxes and 
result in the department being 
operated under direct state con- 
trol. Both of these charges have 
been emphatically denied by Dr. 
Abercombie and his associates at 
the capitol. 


Abercrombie’s Statement. 

In summing up the situation, 
Dr. Abercrombie said: 

“The first suggestion that the 
grand jury of Fulton county con- 
sider the adoption of the Ellis 
health law was made by interested 
citizens of the county without the 
knowledge of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, and members of 
the State Department of Health 
staff appeared before the grand 
jury on invitation of that body. 
Certain erroneous interpretations 
of the law have been published 
several times and the only purpose 
of this letter is to correct those. 

“First, only that part of the 
state health laws dealing with the 
establishment of county health 
departments is commonly known 
as the Ellis health law and does 
not include the duties, powers or 
authority of the State Board of 
Health. 

“Second, Chapter 88-1 of the 
Georgia code of 1933 has to do 
with the creation of the state 
board of health and defines its du- 
ties, powers and authority and can 
in no way be affected by the rec- 
ommendation of any grand jury. 
This chapter gives the State Board 
of Health the same authority over 
all counties of the state, regard- 
less of whether or not other: sec- 
tions of the code are recommend- 
ed for a given county by a grand 


jury. 
Prescribes Duties. 

“Third, Chapter 88-2 of the code 
creates a board of health in each 
county of the state and prescribes 
its duties, powers and authority, 
without respect to any grand jury 
recommendation. Section 88-203 of 
the code of 1933 gives each coun- 
ty board of health the power and 
authority to adopt, enact, estab- 
lish and maintain all such rules 
and regulations not inconsistent 
with the laws and constitution of 


as they may deem necessary and 
proper for the protection of the 
‘health of their respective counties 
and for preventing the introduc- 
tion, generation and spread of in- 
fectious and contagious diseases. 


“Section 88-201 of the code of 
1933 says that the county boards 
of health shall have supervision 
over all matters relating to health 
and sanitation in their respective 
counties, regardless of any grand 
jury recommendation. 

“Chapter 88, Section 302 divides 
the state into sanitary districts, 
designating each county as a sani- 
tary district except that two or 
more counties may combine to 
form one district upon the recom- 
mendation of the boards of health 
of the affected counties. Grand 
jury recommendations do not af- 
fect this section. 

Becomes Operative. 

“Fourth, Sections 88-303 to 88- 
312, inclusive, become operative 
after the recommendation of two 
successive grand juries in a given 
county. The results of the adop- 
tion of these sections by the coun- 
ty is to make the selection of the 
commissioner of health obligatory 
on the part of the county board of 
health, and defines certain qualifi- 
cations which must be possessed 
by the person selected, and out- 
lines the duties of the commission- 
er of health. ‘The selection of a

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G-MEN HUNT BOAT 
IN ALCATRAZ FLIGHT

An account of life on Alcatraz 
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VANCOUVER, B. C., Dec. 18.— 
The most notorious inmate of Al-| 
catraz Island, Al Capone, will nev- 
er leave the prison alive. Of that 
I am sure. 

Despite the fact that he has 
only arother year to serve of his 
sentence, he will “get hi§” before 
his time is up. He is hated and 
despised by practically every in- 
mate of the prison, and sooner or 
later one of them will give him 
“the works.” 

I was already fairly well set- 
tled at Alcatraz when the ship- 
ment arrived from Atlanta about 
August 27, 1934. The inmates 
shipped included such luminaries 
as Al Capone, Dutch Schmidt, of 
the Tuohy gang, “Monk” Fontaine, 
a man who had previously sent 
pistols in a barrel of tar to his 
friend at Leavenworth to help in 
their escape; Joe Urybates, part- 
ner with Roy Gardner in an un- 
successful attempt to escape from 
Atlanta in 1930, and many other 
lesser lights. 

Number Was Up. 

I thought it strange that the 
men who accompanied Capone all 
shunned him, but I later found 
out, when the Leavenworth ship- 
ment arrived on September 10, 
that his number was up, and at- 
tempts would be made to take 
his life. 

Capone, no doubt, pushed a lot 
of these men around while over- 
lord of vice in Chicago, but up 
till now there had been no oppor- 
tunity for retaliation. He is de- 
tested and hated by nearly all, 
owing to his very selfish nature 
and to suspicions he is trying to 
curry favors with the warden and 
officials in an endeavor to be 
transferred out of Alcatraz. 

He is known throughout the 
prison as “Phoney Capone,” and 
he has been assigned the job of 
picking up cigaret butts, match 
sticks and general refuse from the 
jail yard. 

Numerous attempts have been 
made to injure Capone. One at- 
tack was made by Jimmy Lucas, 
No. 224, Texas bank robber, who 
made a successful escape from 
“impregnable” Huntsville peniten- 
tiary in Texas. He had nothing 
personal against Capone, but, as 
he was the prison barber, he had 
the opportunity to “get” him. 

On one occasion, after Capone 
had received a haircut, Lucas 
grabbed his scissors and stabbed 
the gangster in the back, punc- 
turing a kidney. 

Escaped Death. 

Capone escaped death by a 

hair’s breadth on that occasion, 
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the estimation of the men. 

Another time, when Capane was 
polishing the floor of the base- 
ment, one of the prisoners hit him 
on the back of the head with a 
heavy polisher, knocking him out 
and gashing his head badly. 

Has Bodyguard. 

The former Chicago gangster is 
now allowed the protection of a 
bodyguard of two fellow-Italian 
prisoners, who accompany him 
everywhere outside his cell. The 
authorities encourage this, be- 
cause they don’t want the pub- 
licity his death would involve. 

Capone has his bodyguards un- 
der the impression that he’ll help 
them when he gets out. They’re 
sticking’ with him because they 
think it is the only. chance they 
have. With the exception of 
these two men, none of the other 
prisoners will even talk with 
Capone. 

Capone’s case is not isolated. 
Other men are “getting it,” be- 
cause word has gone around they 
are “wrong,” and Alcatraz is no 
place for a man in that category. 

Capone and about. 20 others are 
in “protection row,” constantly 
under the supervision of a guard. 
Others include “Ike” Costner, the 
man who put the finger on Roger 
Tuohy in the Jake “the Barber” 
Factor kidnaping case in Chicago. 

Also in this group is a man from 
Washington, D. C., named. Dicker- 
son, who was convicted of a 
charge of burning down his house 
for the: insurance, causing the 
death of his wife and children. 
He is hated by guards and inmates 
alike for his despicable act. When- 
ever he approaches, the men call 
out “Scat!” Going for him is 


rough. 
List of Enemies. 

Some of the “public enemies” at 
Alcatraz are Machine Gun Kelly, 
No. 117; George :Bates, No. 137; 
and Harvey Bailey, No. 139, all 
members of the Urschell kidnap 
gang at Denver. Harmon Whaley, 
of the .Weyerhauser kidnaping 
case is No. 248 and Alvin Karpis, 
of the Hamm kidnaping, is No. 
325. Others are Doc Barker, of 
the Bremer kidnaping, No. 246; 
Blackie McGee, of the Tuohy 
gang, No.. 188, and “Red”: Kerr, 
No. 45, sentenced for the Sacra- 
mento: postoffice stickup. 

In the average day of these men 
at Alcatraz there is little variety 
in the routine: They are up at 
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and he goes in daily fear of a 
similar occurrence. 

At the time the attack was made 
in the barber shop in the base- 
ment, no guards were present. 
That situation has since been rem- 
edied, and no two men are ever 
left together without supervision. 

Capone testified against Lucas 
in the hearing that followed, and 
Lucas lost seven years’ good be- 
havior time. Capone’s “squeal”

At 8:10 the men file to their 
shops. The laundry does the 
work for soldiers in the bay area 
and for U.S. army transports.

The Strength of the 
Golden Bears. 


Howard Jones: “California has a 
strong, well rounded team. It has 
a fast charging line with more 
than average speed—an active, 
aggressive line and two exception- 
ally good ends in Schwartz and 
Dolman. Schwartz is a strong of- 
fensive end—Dolman a first-class 
defensive player. 

“California has one of the best 
backfields I’ve seen. In John 
Meek, the 225-pound quarter, they 
have a smart field general, an un- 
usually fine blocker and a strong 
defensive man. Chapman, Bot- 
tari and Anderson complete a top- 
notch cast. Chapman can do 
everything well—and he is also a 
fine defensive player. Bottari is 
a sparkplug—an elusive ball car- 
rier and who can also pass. 


“T wouldn’t rate California as 
an outstanding passing team. It 
isn’t. But it is good. It is one 
of the best offensive teams I’ve 
seen. I’d say that Alabama has to 
score at least three touchdowns to 
win. I don’t believe Alabama or 
any other team I’ve seen could 
normally hold California to less 
than. two touchdowns. I can tell 
you now it will be a hard team to 
beat. It is a hard team to score 
against with Meek and Herwig— 
225 and 215-pounders—both fast— 
backing up the line.” 


More About the Bears. 


Bill Spaulding: “You see few 
teams with so many outstanding 
players—Chapman, Meek, Herwig, 
Schwartz, Stockton, Bottari—all 
stars. And Dolman is a fine de- 
fensive end. It is a big team and 
a fast team. But it has no unu- 
sual reserve power. It is a fine 
first team. It isn’t two deep by 
any means—+much less three deep. 


“It is a hard team to run against 
with Meek, Herwig, Chapman and 
others looking after the defense. 
Alabama will have to gamble 
largely on the passing game. Our 
U.C.L.A. team made more than 
250 yards against California, but 
we had an exceptional passer in 
Washington. We lacked the needed 
line strength to face California’s 
strong line. No one can say what 
will happen whén a good passing 
attack starts to clicking—if Ala- 
bama has a good passing attack. 
But this California first team is a

I asked Howard Jones and Bill 
Spaulding if they cared to make 
a forecast.

CHICAGO BEARS (Fishermen Deserting 
Fresh Water for Ocean 


Fish in Creeks and Rivers Are Decreasing; 
Bigger Catches Sought. 


' By MOISE N. KAPLAN, 

Author of Big Game Anglers’ 
Paradise. 

Yesterday salt water fishing was 


a luxury in which only a limited 
number could participate, but the 
tide has turned, Salt water an- 
gling, for which no license is nec- 


essary, is coming out of infancy. 
It has made. great strides in re- 
cruiting enthusiasts during the 
past years. 

What is responsible for this? 
For one thing, the age-old interest 
in fresh-water fishing is partly re- 
sponsible. Our rivers and lakes 
do not have many fish now ‘as 
when the Pilgrims asked King 
James I for a charter “to go to the 
New World to worship God and 
catch fish.” With the decrease of 
fish in inland waters, our 6,000,- 
000 fresh-water fishermen are be- 
ginning to crave the bigger game 
found in the seas. 

Also, rapid and cheap transpor- 
tation on water and land has 
caused salt water angling to grow 
rapidly. Sailboats formerly re- 
quired many hours to reach fish- 
ing points; now, motor boats ar- 
rive in a fraction of the time. Mod- 
ern highways to coastal regions, 
especially lower Florida, where 
dwell the greatest variety and 
number of fish, have been con- 
structed. The new overseas high- 


.| way across the keys (70 miles from 


Miami to Key West, with the Dry 
Tortugas virgin fishing marino- 
rama only 65 miles farther) will 
make accessible several hundred 
additional square miles of fishing 
waters. It offers comparatively 
easy access to both “inside” and 
“outside” waters, that is, the Gulf 
stream, straits, ocean, large bays, 
channels and numerous “passes” 
to the sea. 

In the marine world dwell the 
most diversified forms of life. In! 
it is found the weirdest, the 
strongest, the swiftest, the most 
elaborately colored and the largest 
forms of existence. It contains life

“The world of the fishes is a 
new world to us. No novel has 
so much interest, no fairy tale 
such charm, no work of imagina- 
tion so strange a diversity.” 

There is still another eon einae 
reason why anglers are turning to 
the sea. Guide-captains await us 
with comfortable charter boats. 
Practically everything necessary, 
including 


rods, reels and other 


+tackling paraphernalia, is aboard. 


The fees are reasonable. This 
makes it possible for the “rank 
and file” to have several days of 
recreation for a few dollars each 
per day. 

It is estimated there are between 
10 and 15 million Americans who 
enjoy fishing. They care nothing 
for grandstand applause, for their 
feats occur in backwater areas, far 
from crowded arenas. 

The fisherman should learn 
about the sea and its inhabitants. 

A few statements may be of in- 
terest to the layman reader: 

Thirty-five years ago about 12,- 
000 kinds of fishes were known. 
The number today is said to be 
about 15,000, which are divided by 
scientists into about 300 families. 

The herring family, for instance, 
includes the bold, mighty, leap- 
ing-gyrating tarpon which has 
been found to exceed 350 pounds. 
The tarpon’s cousin, “his royal 
shyness,” the bonefish, is a dapper 
little piscatorial creature, le beau 
ideal of fishdom, suspicious and 
temperamental to the nth degree. 
Renowned for its lightning-like 
speed and splendid game qualities, 
the world record bonefish caught 
weighed only 13 3-4 pounds. 

Then, there is the pisiphagous 
(fish-eating) reef dweller of evil 
reputation, the great barracuda— 
common in almost all tropical and 
subtropical seas. The barracuda 
plunders with such lust that it 
has earned the appellation. “Reef 
Public Enemy No. 1.” Strange 


orous fish which lives a truly mis- 
erable existence; when not feed- 
ing, its entire life seems to be 
spent escaping its numerous hu- 
man and water enemies. 
Some fish families have 


comparatively few. In rare in- 
stances a single kind is the sole 
survivor of its once mighty race. 
An example is a monstrous ma- 
rine dweller. 25 feet long and 
about 5 feet around, which the 
cea cast up on the grey coast of 
Normandy, near Querqueville, 
France. It had bluish grey skin 
covered with what seemed like 
fine, white hairs; its head hung 
like a camel’s on a 5-foot long 
neck, and its tail resembled a 
seal’s.

Old Rivals Will Renew 
Feud; Packard En- 
ters Meet.

ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 18.—‘“Spec” 
Towns, running his first meet as 
an unattached, and Bob Packard, 
Georgia’s sensational sprinter, will 
renew bitter rivalries in the Sugar 
Bowl meet at New Orleans on 
January 2. 

Michigan’s star timber-topper, 
Robert Osgood, the only man ever 
to beat Towns in the 120 high 
hurdles in direct competition, is 
slated to compete in this event.

At the time Towns was suffering 
from the effects of a slightly 
sprained back which he did not 
reveal. 

Having broken even in his last 
meet against Perrin Walker, Bob 
Packard will seek a clean-cut vic- 
tory in the century over Walker, 
who is entered as_ unattached. 
Last spring in the Southeastern 
A. A. U. meet, at Atlanta, Pack- 
ard won the 220 dash in 21.2 sec- 
onds. Walker bested him in the 
100-yard dash, however, running 
the distance in 9.8 seconds. 

It will be the third Sugar Bowl 
meet in which Towns has par- 
ticipated.

4,735 Acres To Be Called 


Piedmont Project. 


Addition of 4,735 acres of land 
to Georgia’s Chattahoochee Na- 
tional Forest by a proclamation 
signed by President Roosevelt 
was announced yesterday by Jo- 
seph C. Kircher, southern regional 
forester.

Praise of The Constitution’s 
leading editorial of Sunday, De- 
cember 5, charging that the south 
is again being made the victim of 


sectional greed and jealousy, con- 
tinued to spread throughout Dixie 
yesterday as hundreds of commen- 
datory letters from business lead- 
ers all over the southland poured 
into the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Because of the clear manner in 
which the south’s position was ex- 
plained, the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce reprinted parts of the 
editorial and distributed over 2,000 


“| copies to other chambers and busi- 


ness groups in the south. Yester- 
day the results of this distribu- 
tion were flooding the Atlanta or- 
ganization. 

W. R. Ulrich, secretary of the 
Atlanta chamber, said that he had 
never seen such a widespread re- 
sponse to an editorial. 

Most of the letters made par- 
ticular reference to the part of 
the editorial which criticized the 
wage and hour bill, but all of 
them lauded The Constitution for 
its excellent presentation of the 
southern situa‘ion. 

Many of them called fo: addi- 
tional copies of the editorial—25 
copies, 50 copies, 75 copies. Scores 
of others declared that it was be- 
ing reprinted in the home town 
papers. The letters came from 
many points from Newport, Ky., 
to Texarkana, Ark.-Texas. 

Senator George Comments. 

There were replies from Geor-

DIES OF WOUNDS 
~ IN PANAY SINKING 


Cruiser Augusta Cancels 
.Sailing for Manila; In- 
quiry Unfinished. 


- SHANGHAT, Dec. 


flagship of the United States 


Asiatic fleet, today cancelled her 
scheduled sailing for Manila 
shortly after another American 
died of wounds received in the 
Japanese attack on the gunboat 
Panay. 

Seaman Edgar William Georges 
Hulsebus, of Canton, Mo., died of 
wounds caused by bomb frag- 
ments, just a few hours before 
surviving members of the Panay’s 
crew had expected to '’eave war- 
torn China on the Augusta. 

His death brought fatalities 
from last Sunday’s attack to four 
foreigners, three of them Ameri- 


cans. 
Threatening Developments. 

An official announcement from 
the Augusta said the vessel would 
remain in Shanghai indefinitely 
because of developments in Tsing- 
tao, in whose area the American 
consulate reported there were ap- 
proximately 300 Americans. 

The destroyer Pope sped for 
Isingtao this morning and the 
cruiser Marblehead, which was to 
have replaced the Augusta here, 
was scheduled to sail for the city 
later today. 

(Tsingtao is 397 miles by water 
north of Shanghai.) 

No official information about 
the developments in Tsingtao was 
given out but it was understood 
a threatening situation was -de- 
veloping and there were fears Chi- 
nese might begin destruction of 
Japanese mills and other prop- 
erty of an estimated value of 
$300,000,000, 

Shipping firms reported. they 
had received information Chinese 
had blocked the inner harbor of 
Tsingtao and already had start- 
ed destruction of Japanese prop- 
erty in the city. 

The Augusta, on which the 
Asiatic fleet’s board of inquiry is 
conducting its inquiry into the 
Panay incident, had been expected 
to reach Manila by Tuesday. 

Inquiry Not Completed. 

Announcing cancellation of the 
sailing, an officer on the flagship 
said the board had not completed 
its inquiry and it would be nec- 
essary to remain here longer to 
finish it. 

No new sailing date was set. 

Colin McDonald, correspondent 
for the Times, of London, and a 
survivor of the Panay attack, ap- 
peared before the board late yes- 
terday and gave a complete ac- 
count of the incident from a de- 
tailed record he had kept. 

The board of inquiry, shrouding 
Its investigation in strictest secre- 
cy, was expected to proceed with 
the greatest possible speed to get 
Its findings into: the hands of 
President Roosevelt. and Secre- 
tary Swanson. 

Naval authorities hoped to com- 
plete their task by Tuesday when 
it will be dispatched to Washing- 
ton.

Traditionally Invisible Barrier 


Of Hirohito Shattered With Panay 


If Emperor Makes Public Expression of Bombing of U. S. 
Ship lt Will Be Without Precedent in Japan’s 
Recent History. 


By the Associated Press. 
Japanese aerial bombs shattered 
more than the United States gun- 
boat Panay when they sank that 
little warship and killed and 
wounded neutrals last Sunday. 


They shattered the traditional 
invisible barrier that normally 
keeps Japan’s Emperor Hirohito on 
a plane far above the. ordinary 
business of government, a reli- 
gious-patriotic symbol rather than 
the earthly administrative head of 
his people. 

That is why “unusual” describes 
the action of Premier Prince Fu- 
mimaro Konoye in presenting the 
Panay crisis to the sovereign in 
detail. If the emperor were to 
make some public expression on 
the affair, in response to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s memorandum, it 
would be without precedent in 
Japan’s recent history. 

Should the Emperor be placed 
in the position of apologizing for 
their error, it would have un- 
doubtedly a sobering effect on the 
army and navy. 

Refers to Powers. 

In the’ formal address from the 
throne with which the Emperor 
opens sessions of parliament he 
usually refers to his cordial rela- 
tions with other powers, but that 
is as far as,he normally goes with 
respect to Japan’s foreign affairs. 

The orthodox Japanese belief 
in the position of apologizing for 
preme ruler of the empire, in a 
sense that no other sovereign is 
supreme. He is the religious, mili- 
tary and civil head of the state. 
Japan is governed by a constitu- 
tion, but that charter was the fifth 
of the Emperor to his people and, 
in theory, at least, can be revoked 
by him at any time. 

The Emperor, son of Heaven, is 
considered Divine, descended from 
the Sun Goddess Amaterasu in the 
“line unbroken for ages eternal.” 
He is not crowned; there . is no 
Japanese pontiff to place a crown 
on his head. He merely ascends the 
“august high seat” on his acces- 
sion. Japanese believe their em- 
pire was founded in 660 B. C. The 
same dynasty, in which Hirohito is 
the .124th sovereign, always has 
reigned, too sacred even to have 
a family name. 

Remote Control Rule. 

But the Emperor’s rule is by re- 
mote control. His actual participa- 
tion in government is less, per- 
haps, even than that of the King 
of England. In theory he selects 
premiers; actually he has almost 
no voice in their selection. The 
premier is responsible to him, but 
the Emperor’s participation in af- 
fairs normally is limited to hearing 
routine reports of his ministers. 

The army and navy are under 
his command; he _ declares war 
and makes peace, but  hégtory 
shows that the defense services do 
much of their own thinking and 
acting. Not for years—probably 
not since the death of’ the great 
Emperor Meiji, in 1912—has a 
Japanese emperor attempted to 
swerve imperial policy from the 
lines marked out by his ministers 
or the still more powerful chiefs 
of the army and navy. 

Rival Cited. 

His aloofness undoubtedly is a 
factor in the unquestioned su- 
premacy of his position, the awe 
arid veneration in which his 100, 
000,000 subjects hold him. The 
unbroken tenure of his dynasty. 

For years there’has been rival- 
ry, often bitter conflict, between 
the army and navy and the civil 
government, the cabinet. Cabi- 
nets have been made and broken 
by the defense services. The heads 
of the army and navy have direct 
aecess to the Emperor. In his 
name they exercise “the supreme 
command,” a far weightier au- 
thority than that of the cabinet. 
In recent years at least Japanese 
foreign ministers have been used 
chiefly for unsnarling the inter-

Moore said loyal democrats who 
donate to the Jackson Day fund 
will be listed in the Georgia Blue 
Book as soon as the campaign is 
completed.

36 FOUND GUILTY 
IN COAL BOMBINGS 


Terrorism Developed in 
Fight Between CIO and 
Progressive Miners.. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 18.— 


()—The largest trial in this fed- 
eral court district ended today in 
the conviction of 36 men on 
charges of terrorism growing out 
of a bitter interunion war. 

The jury returned a blanket 
verdict ‘finding all the defendants 
—most of them affiliated now or 
formerly with the Progressive 
Miners of America—guilty of con- 
spiracy to obstruct the mails and 
disrupt interstate commerce by 
bombing trains in the Illinois coal 
fields. 

The convicted men, facing maxi- 
mum penalties of four years’ im- 
prisonment and $20,000 fines, re- 
ceived the findings quietly, but | 
the wives of several sobbed. 

New Trial Sought. 

. A. M. Fitzgerald, chief of de- 
fense counsel, filed a motion for 
a new trial, and hearings were 
scheduled for next Wednesday. 
Judge Charles G. Briggle ordered 
bonds fixed at $10,000 for all the 
defendants except John Tatman, 
whose bond was set at $20,000. 

Among those convicted after a 
five-week trial were Sheriff Earl 
“Nip” Evans, of Harrisburg; John 
H. Fancher, vice president of the 
Progressive Union, and Dan Mc- 
Gill and Jess Anderson, members 
of the organization’s executive 
buvard. 

Fitzgerald, avowedly astonished 
by the results, had contended in 
closing arguments that the case 
was a “frame-up” and that the 
internecine conflict was instigated 
by John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers of America. 

The trouble developed in 1932.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18—Prais- 
ing the work of the Southeastern 
Governors’ Conference, Represent- 
ative Braswell Deen, ‘of Georgia, 
in a carefully prepared speech on 
the floor, has laid before the 
house a convincing array of facts 
supporting the demand of southern 
members for a wage differential in 
the pending wage-hour legislation. 

Based upon a report especially 
prepared for him by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the Geor- 
gia congressman cited case after 
case involving discriminatory 
freight rate structures against the 
south. 

So long as these discriminations 
exist, he declared, the southeastern 
tier of states will refuse to be a 
party to any labor standards pro- 
gram which fails to make allow- 
ance for the difference in rail 
freight transportation costs. 

Action by Rivers. 

Representative Deen’s reference 
to the southeastern governors con- 
cerned the action which has been 
initiated by Governor Rivers, of 
Georgia, in collaboration with oth- 
er state executives of the region, 
looking to the elimination of the 
long standing freight territorial 
differentials. 

“The problem,” he said, “is be- 
ing attacked for the first time in 
an effective way by the governors 
of the nine southeastern states. 
Shortly a conference between the | 
governors of these states and the 
President of the United States will 
be held, so I am informed, and it. 
is the earnest hope of all of us| 
from the section that this serious | 
situation will be brought forceful- | 
ly to the President’s attention. 
Heretofore efforts have been made 
by individual members of congress 
and the governors of the several 
states affected to correct the in- 
justices perpetrated. There is more 
reason to feel that this new con- 
centrated and unified report will 
result in. a satisfactory adjust- 
ment.” 


Wages in South. 

During debate on the wages- 
‘hour bill, which was recommitted 
to the house labor committee late 
last night, Representative Deen, in 
answering criticism of wages in 
the south, brought to the attention 
of his colleagues facts concerning 
freight rates discriminations which 
he said precluded the paying of 
wages “which everyone in the 
south wishes it were possible to 
pay. 

“The people of my state,” _he 
said, “are entitled to as high a 
wage and to as good working con-| 
ditions as are the people in any) 
other part. of the country; and 
they want them. But here is one.

Rate Discrepancies. 

“A carload of 50,000 pounds of 
iron bars from Cleveland, Ohio, 
to Atlanta, carries a freight charge 
of $285. The same carload of iron 
bars moving from Atlanta to 
Cleveland, Oho, carries a freight 
charge of $395, or $110 more: The 
workers in the foundries and fac- 
tories of Atlanta, are discriminat- 
ed against under the regulations 
of the ICC. The manufacturer is 


|likewise discriminated against. 


“The present rate on canned 
goods, moving in carload lots of 
60,000 pounds from Atlanta to 
San Francisco, is 87 cents per 100 
pounds. Effective January 1, it 


‘will be 92 cents; while the same 
'carload moving from San Fran- 


cisco to Atlanta, carries a rate of 
only 85 cents. In other words, it 
costs us in Georgia $42 more when 
we ship our canned goods from 
Atlanta to San Francisco than it 
does the people in San Francisco 
to ship similar goods to Atlanta. 
Rates at Charleston. 
*‘Another case: From Charleston, 
S. C., to Baltimore, Md., baking 
pans shipped in packages of 1,000 
pounds or less carry a rate of $1.08 
per 100 pounds, or $10.80 per 1,000 
pounds. The same packages from 
Baltimore to Charleston carry a 
rate of only 85 cents, or $8.50 per 
1,000 pounds. This makes a dif- 
ference of $2.30 per 1,000 pounds. 
“I say to.you, my  colledgues, 
from every section of the United 
States, that as long as any board or 
bureau or administrator in Wash- 
ington discriminates against any 
section of the country, whether it 
be mine, or yours, it is time for 
this congress to assert itself.”

RAILS TO INCREASE 
RATES TOMORROW 


Additional Revenue of $15,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 
Annually Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
The nation’s railroads received au- 
thority today to increase freight 
rates Menday on hundreds of 
commodities. Traffic experts es- | 


timated unofficially the increases | 
would mean $15,000,000 to $20,- | 
i 000 of added revenue annual- 


With five exceptions, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission or- 
dered into effect a long list of 
tariffs filed by the railroads. These 
are in addition to increases au- 
thorized by the commission Oc- 
tober 19 on commodities falling 
into the so-called heavy-loading 
classification. 

The heavy-loading increases, 
which included commodities such 
as coal, were estimated to yield 
the railroads $47,500,000 annually. 

Commodities upon which higher | 
rates will become effective Mon- 
day include fresh meat and pack- 
ing products. This increase will 
be 4 cents a hundred. Among 
the other increases allowed were 
3 cents on lIong-hauls of sugar, 
and one to two cents on brick 
and clay products, peanuts, ferti- 
lizers, vegetable oils, feldspar and 
talc, malt liquors and liquor con- 
tainers, soda, salt, oil well sup- 
plies and glass containers. 

The commission suspended, 
pending hearings on their justifi- 
cation, proposed increases on car- 
load shipments of sulphur via wa- 
ter lines, between north Atlantic 
and south Atlantic ports.

Shot at Bandits. 

Beacham shot at the men three 
times and they fled. He said he 
was sure the men who shot him 
did not get the missing package. 

Two negroes, described by po- 
lice as porters for the express 
company, were held incommuni- 
cado in the city barracks. Officers 
would not say why the two were 
under arrest. They were listed as 
Murray Bunn and Will Smith. 

The money was a shipment from 
the First National Bank of ‘Ma- 
con. Beacham was preparing to 
place it on the train. 

After the shooting, he called for 
help and walked outside to the 
railroad tracks, where he fell. A 
number of people near by went to 
his aid, and he was taken to a 
hospital. Late. today doctors said 
he was in a serious condition. The 
bullet struck him near the left 
shoulder. 

Officers at Work on Case. 

Radio patrolmen, detectives and 
special railroad agents were placed 
at work on the case. They were 
given detailed descriptions of the 
holdup men, but officers withheld 
the information except that one 
was ginger cake color and the 
other darker.

Operations To Begin in Jan- 
uary, W. H. Howell 
Announces. 


ROME, Dec. 18.—The Coosa soil - 
conservation district, which in- 
cludes Floyd and six other north- 
west Georgia counties, is one of 
five such districts in the United 
States approved by federal offi- 
cials, W. H. Howell, project mana- 
ger of the Agate demonstrattion 
area of the United States Soil Con- 
servation Service,-announced here 
today. 

The new district will begin op- 
eration early in January with 
headquarters in Rome, Howell said. 

The district, including all of Bar- 
tow, Floyd, Chattooga, Gordon and 
Polk counties, and parts of Cobb 
and Paulding counties, covers 
about 1,500,000 acres lying within 
the Coosa river watershed. It was 
the first such district formed in 
Georgia under the new soil dis- 
tricts act. 

The Coosa area was approved 
along with four other districts, in 
North Dakota, Nebraska and South 
Carolina, Howell revealed. He said 
federal officials praised the district 
set-up and the work programs 
submitted by the five-man board 
of district supervisors, and ap- 
proved the plan without change. 

The Coosa area’s personnel will 
include about five persons in each 
county, including two trained tech- 
nicians with assistants and office 
help for each county, and three 
soil specialists for the district. 
The personnel, he said, will be se- 
lected from civil service rolls, 
from among persons having spe- 
cial training and farming back- 
grounds. 

The work plan approved calls 
for supervisors entering into co- 
operative agreements with individ- 
ual farmers. Thg program seeks 
the terracing of 195,000 acres of 
badly eroded land, the revegetat- 
ing of 16,000 acres to check soil 
erosion, the planting of four times 
as much hay for livestock feed as 
at present, and crop. rotation.

Cotton prices were higher on 
Friday than a week earlier. The 
10 market average of 8.22 cents 
for middling 7-8 inch on Friday, 
December 17, was 13 points higher 
than a week earlier, according to 
the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics. The general level of 
prices of other commodities and 
of securities was lower. 

Inquiries for Cotton. 

Inquiries for raw cotton were 
reported as more numerous than 
in any other recent week and the 
volume of sales of spot cotton re- 
ported in the 10 designated mar- 
kets increased. Exports decreased 
and were smaller than the mod- 
erate volume in the corresponding 
week last season. There was evi- 
dence of further curtailment in 
domestic mill activity during the 
second week in December, but the 
downward trend of general indus- 
trial activity was less pronounced 
with gains reported in a few in 
dustries. Unfinished cotton cloth 
markets were more active than for 
several months and prices ad- 
venced considerably. Sales of all 
kinds of goods textile and non- 
textile in retail markets increased 
seasonally, but the lead gained 
earlier in the season in compari- 
son with that of a year ago has 
been reduced further, according 
to reports. 

Spot markets were more active 
during the week and sales of 118,- 
000 bales reported in the 10 des- 
ignated markets compared with 
113,000 in the previous week and 
98,000 bales in the corresponding 
week in the previous year. In- 
creased interest in the lower 
grades was generally in evidence. 
The advances in prices of spot 
cotton were about the same as 
those for future contracts. 

Buying of raw cotton by domes- 
tic mills was reported as more ac- 
tive than in any other recent 
week, 

Lint Sales Increase. 

Unfinished cotton cloth sales in- 
creased sharply late in the week, 
and for the second week in suc- 
cession the volume was reported 
substantially larger than curtailed 
mill output. Reports from the 
New York wholesale market indi- 
cated that buying this week cov- 
ered a wide range of fabrics and 
included considerable purchasing 
by. industrial users, as well as by 
manufacturers of clothing and 
household textiles. 

Cloth prices advanced consid- 
erably and the anticipation of fur- 
ther increases stimulated buying. 
Indications are that average mill 
margins increased somewhat as 
cloth prices apparently advanced |, 
more than cotton prices. 

Buying of American cotton for 
export was reported more active 
than in the preceding week with 
inquiries from Great Britain pre- 
dominating. Exports totaled 127,- 
000 bales for the week, however, 
compared with 210,000 bales in the 
preceding week and 171,000 bales 
in the corresponding week in the 
preceding year. Total exports of 
2,924,000 bales from August 1 to 
December 17 were 229,000 bales 
larger than in the corresponding 
period last season.

Steel production dip- 
ped, but showed the smallest de- 
cline in the 13 weeks of steady 
falling off of production. While 
there will be some holiday shut- 
downs next week there was a 
cheering sentiment to the fact that 
production in some centers was 
holding up fairly well despite the 
Christmas holiday. Miscellaneous 
orders are fairly good, although 
light, and some companies now 
face necessitous replacements, 

Power Production Gains. 

Electric power production gain- 
ed over the preceding week, but 
still made a poor showing in com- 
parison with a year ago. Railroad 
carloadings declined less than sea- 
sonally but were well under the 
1936 figure and there were no in- 
dications of immediate pickup un- 
til some of the heavier industries 
get underway. Some railroad 
equipment buying was reported. 

Automobile production dipped 
under the preceding week and 
was much lighter than the corre- 
sponding period last year. 

Retail trade is still being watch- 
ed as a criterion of business. 
While there was a pickup of 3 to 
10 per cent over the preceding 
week, the rates does not main- 
tain ‘the year-to-year gain over 
last year. Some inventory decline 
is reported at major centers and 
this is considered a favorable ele- 
ment for the market. 

Commodity markets—particu- 
larly metals—continue to make a 
poor showing and the United 
Press-Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., in- 
dex of 30 cash commodities dur- 
ing the week dropped to a new 
low for the year.

FULTON WILL GET 
3 NEW SCHOOLS 


State WPA Chief Approves 
Project for Structures 
Costing $290,000. 


Construction of three new 
schools in Fulton county, valued 
at $290,000, was approved yes- 
terday by Miss Gay B. Shepper- 
son, state WPA director, it was 
announced by Fulton School Su- 
tendent Jere A. Wells. 

Building on the projects will 
start about January 15 if ratifi- 
cation is had from WPA head- 
quarters in Washington, Wells 
said. Belief that this will 
forthcoming was strengthened by 
the recent addition of 1,000 per- 
sons to local relief rolls. 

The new structures include an 
elementary schoo] at Buckhead, a 
senior high school at Hapeville 
and a senior high school in the 
Center Hill district. They will 
house about 1,200 students. The 
projects will be completed, if 
started on schedule, next June. 

Under the plan approved, ex- 
penses will be shared about 
equally by the WPA and the coun- 
ty. The WPA will furnish all la- 
bor, except skilled labor not on 
its relief rolls, and 20 per cent 
of materials cost. The county will 
supply the balance of material 
cost and any additional skilled 
labor needed. 

Appropriations for the county’s 
share of the expense already have 
been fncluded in next year’s budg- 
et, Wells said. He added that 
grading of the sites for the struc- 
tures will be begun December 28, 
so building can start as soon as 
the projects are approved final- 


“Completion of the projects will 
add materially to the efficiency 
of our county school system,” 
Wells said. “Many of our schools 
have been too overcrowded in re- 
cent years.” 

Buckhead Land Acquired. 

The new elementary school at 
Buckhead will be located on a 
tract of land, already purchased, 
adjacent to North Fulton High 
school and will house 400 chil- 
dren. It was designed by Tuck- 
er & Howell, architects. 

It will cost approximately $80,- 
000 and will consist of 12 class- 
rooms, an assembly room and a 
cafeteria. The project is needed, 
Wells said, to relieve overcrowd- 
ed conditions at E. Rivers school 
and R. L. Hope school and to ac- 
commodate future needs of the 
rapidly growing north Fulton sec- 
ion, 

The high school at Hapeville will 
be located on a six-acre tract in 
Hapeville city park, which recent- 
ly was donated by the city of 
Hapeville. It will house 350 stu- 
dents and will cost about $90,000. 

The structure, designed by 
Hents, Adler and Shutze, archi- 
tects, will have 14 classrooms, a li- 
brary, an assembly hall and a 
cafeteria. It will relieve conditions 
at Russell High school in East 


Point. 
Will Cost $120,000. 

The high school in the Center 
Hill district will be called West 
Fulton High school and will be 
built on a recently purchased 10- 
acre tract at the ujnction of Bank- 
head highway and Hollywood road. 

The structure is but the first 
unit to be placed there, Wells 
said. Additional buildings will be 
added as conditions warrant. 

West Fulton High school will 
cost about $120,000 and will ac- 
commodate 600 students. Designed 
by Daniell and Bentell, architects, 
it will consist of 20 classrooms and 
a cafeteria. It is planned to include 
an assembly hall in the second 
unit built there. 

It will relieve overcrowding in 
Fulton High school.

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Missionary to China E x ——— 


Hope To Keturn There Within Y ear 


Former Atlanta Minister, Wife and Fi ive Children From: 
War-Torn Area Are Settled in Thetr Home 
in West End. 


Expressing hope to return to 
China within a year, the Rev. E. 
H. Hamilton with his wife and five 


children were settled in their home 
at 634 New. Holderness street last 
night. 

The family came here yesterday 
from Vancouver, B. C., where they 
landed December 14. Mr. Hamil- 
ton has been a southern Presby- 
terian missionary in China since 
1923. 

Present plans for the former At- 
lanta minister call for a tour of 
Georgia and Florida, during which 
he is scheduled to make a series 
of talks on the various phases of 
missionary work in China. 

In the meantime four of his five 
children will attend school. 

“My oldest boy, Bobby, will en- 
ter Joe Brown Junior High,” said 
Mr. Hamilton, “and it will be his 
first real schooling except for one 
year at Hangchow. My other 
three children, Minnie, David and 
Billy have only had six weeks’ 
schooling in Shanghai, their only 
education coming from lessons 
taught them by their mother, They 
are all very much excited over the 
prospect of attending an American 
school and especially Peeples 
Street school, for that is where I 
went when I was a boy.” 

. Yerrors of War. 

Mrs. Hamilton and the children 
lived through .much of the war ter- 
rors in China when duty called 
the husband and father into the 
Chinese interior. They spent two 
and a half months living in the 


American school in the Interna- 
tional Settlement. 

Mr. Hamilton has been stationed 
in Suchowfu, in the Kiangsu 
provifice, where he has done out- 
standing missionary work. He was 
married to Mrs. Hamilton in 1923 
in Yokohama, the day before the 
famous tidal e swept the town. 
At the time he and his bride were 
reported missing. 

According té Mr. Hamilton, Jap- 
anese war propaganda is very 
amusing. He tells of the manner 
in which pictures, showing Chi- 
nese prisoners being fed sumptu- 
ously in Japanese prisons are 
taken’ and dropped from airplanes 
behind the Chinese lines with mes- 
sages to the Chinese soldiers 
which read, “If you surrender, 
we'll feed you like this and give 
you $10.” So far, according to 
Mr. Hamilton, very few have 
taken advantage of the offer. 

Peaceful in Interior. 

Life in the rural sections of 
China goes on in a peaceful man- 
ner, he said, for in these parts 
there is little knowledge of the un- 
declared war. He said native 
quarters of Shanghai and other 
large cities are in complete ruins. 

Japan is in the iron grip of mili- 
tary dictatorship and is waging 
a purely imperialistic war against 
united. China; according to 
Hamilton. The hope of the ill- 
equipped Chinese to withstand the 
Japanese invasion will depend 
largely upon the success of a war- 


fare which will exhaust Japan’s 
superior resources. 


TERUEL DEFENSES 
REPORTEDLY FALL 


Loyalists Give Civilians Time 
To Flee Before Final 
Assault. 


MADRID, Sunday, Dec. 19.—() 
A government communique said 
today the last defen_es of Teruel, 
strategic Insurgent city in eastern 
Spain, had fallen before the gov- 
ernment’s surprise offensive. 

The army high command, the 
communique said, would make a 
final assault upon the city this 
morning after civilians have been 
given a chance to escape. 

An Insurgent communique, how- 
ever, denied Teruel was encircled 
and said Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s troops were cleaning up 
an enemy “infiltration” in that 
sector. 

The newly captured positions, 
government dispatches said, cut 
deeper into Insurgent territory 
along the corridor to the north- 
west linking the Teruel front to 
Zaragoza. 


FRENCH PLOT LINKED 


TO SPANISH REBELS 

- PARIS, Dec. 18.—(4)—A link 
between a widespread French 
revolutionary plot and the Span- 
ish Insurgents was disclosed to- 
day by government investigators. 

Police found that quantities of 
uniforms, seized as part of the 
equipment cached by the secret 
revolutionary committee, had first 
been cons\ned by a Paris mer- 
chant to San Sebastian, ostensibly 
for use by the Spanish Insurgent 
army 

Quantities of cartridges came 
from a Toledo, Spain, arms fac- 
tory, police said. 

The presence of three air bombs 
in an arms cache found by police 
near Amiens today started an in- 
vestigation into the possibility that 
revolutionaries had planes at their 
disposal. 
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INSURGENTS REOPEN 
PORTUGUESE BORDER 

LISBON, Dec. 18.—(#)}—The 
Portuguese-Spanish frontier was 
reopened today. Passenger and 
freight train services were re- 
established. 

(The border was closed Wednes- 
day by order of Spanish Insurgent 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco 
after the Insurgents earlier block- 
aded their frontier with France.)

Residence More Than 100 


Years Old Has Undergone 


Complete Modernization; In Continuous Possession 
of Five Generations; Left Standing by Sherman. 


The old home of S. T. McElroy, 
built more than a hundred years 
ago and located on a pretty knoll 
in the southern edge of Norcross, 
has just gone through a modern- 
ization plan that has transformed 
it into one of the most attractive 
colonial 
highway. 

When it was erected by a Mr. 
Harris, in 1835, the crossroads 
trading center was known then as 
Flint Hill, The name _ Norcross 
| came later. 

The old home has been in con- 
tinuous possession of five genera- 
tions, and now in the ownership 
of the great-great-granddaughter, 
Mrs. Harry J. Crider, who was 
born in it, just as was her moth- 
er, Mrs. M. E. Matthews, of At- 
lanta, her and Mr. Crider have 
brought about a marvelous change 
in its appearance, both interior 
and exterior, and will make their 
future home in what Mrs. Crider 
is pleased to name the old home- 
stead, “Old Flint Hill.” 

While the building has under- 
gone a complete modernization, 
the general frame work, its hatch- 
et-hewn sills and beams of fine 
timber, its floors—in fact, a large 
percentage of the structure— 
stands as it did origigally a cen- 
tury ago. The lumber, in_ the 
main, is long-leaf yellow pine in 
a wonderful state of preservation, 
and, it is said, would be difficult 
to duplicate now. 

The floors in all rooms, now 
about 11-4-inch thick, were 
dressed and sanded and waxed, 
and show in a remarkable way the 
natural grain of the wood brought 
out by time. 

Sentiment in Old Home. 

Largely for sentimental reasons, 
Mrs. Crider has preserved and 
made use of many of the old fea- 
tures of the home. Doors, door- 
knobs, hinges, the open wood fire- 
places, are all preserved.

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THE WAGES AND HOURS BILL ; 

The action of the house in sending the 
wages and hours bill back to the labor com- 
mittee for revision will, it is believed, prove 
a death blow to this ill-advised piece of 
iegislation. 

The bill was fundamentally unsound from 
its inception, being based largely on sectional 
jealousy and unsound theory. While, on its 
face, it sought to improve the conditions of 
labor, an objective with which every right- 
thinking person is in fullest sympathy, in 
reality the working man would have been the 
chief sufferer by its enactment. ; 

It was, admittedly, aimed at southern indus- 
try, many of its proponents frankly acknowl- 
edging that it would give industry in the north 
and east added advantages over southern com- 
petitors. 

It would have created a vast new bureau- 
cratic machine, with authority that would have 
inevitably affected unfavorably every individual 
or industrial company in the land. 

It is gratifying that with few exceptions 
the wages and hours bill was vigorously op- 
posed by members of congress from all the 
southern states. 

The action of the house, which shelves the 
measure at least temporarily and probably for- 
ever, will be applauded by the great majority 
of the people in all sections of the country. 
The action unmistakably reflected the senti- 
ment of the people as a whole. 


WEEKLY CHECK ON UNEMPLOYMENT 

The revelation, by the American Institute of 
Public Opinion, that a large majority of Amer- 
ican workers, including both the jobless and 
those now employed, would be willing to regis- 
ter weekly with the federal government, in 
order to provide a constant check upon the 
magnitude of the unemployment problem, of- 
fers interesting food for thought. 


The relief problem has been a troublesome 
issue in federal policy for several years and it 
bids fair to provide extensive debate in the 
near future. Certainly when the question of 
appropriations for another year comes before 
congress, the size of the allotment for relief 
will become of leading importance. Upon it 
may depend whether or not the much-needed 
balancing of the federal budget is to be 
achieved during the next fiscal year or not. 


The recent census of unemployed, while 
providing the first reliable and comprehensive 
check upon the problem, will be open to serious 
question by the time the final figures are avail- 
able. The employment picture has changed 
considerably, even in the few weeks since that 
voluntary census was taken, and undoubtedly 
there will be further changes between now and 
the time the result is publicly known. 


Great Britain operates a partially voluntary 
system of weekly reports on the number of 
unemployed. That it is not entirely voluntary 
is because it is linked with the British system 
of benefits for the jobless. 

If a similar system can be put into effect 
here, possibly through the local postoffices, and 
without major cost, it would be an invaluable 
aid to intelligent handling of relief funds. Care, 
of course, would have to be taken that such a 
weekly registration system did not become the 
excuse for a large increase in federal employes. 
thus making the cost more than the service 
performed would be worth. 

There are many, both in congress and out, 
who have contended that the cost of relief 
could be appreciably reduced, without lessening 
the benefits to recipients, by ending entirely 
the WPA and direct federal operation of the 
relief machinery. In its place the government 
could provide funds to states, counties or cities, 
which would be administered as direct aid to 
the destitute through local organizations. 

Whether or not this would prove a more 
economical method is, of course, subject for 
discussion. Certainly, if weekly registration by 
the unemployed, or change in the system of re- 
lief administration, would result in conserving 
some of the huge sums now expended. in this 
activity, the result to the nation as a whole 
would be well worth while.

JAPAN HUMBLES HERSELF 

- The promise by the Japanese government to 
give a formal salute to the dead victims of the 
Panay bombing, is more than an unprecedented 
action by a nation in the situation of the Jap- 
anese; it is more than the highest honor one 
nation can pay to another, although it is all 
of these. 

To one who understands anything of the 
oriental character it is an almost unbelievable 
humbling, because it means that the Tokyo 
government is abandoning, for this occasion, 
that most important of all factors in the ori- 
ental character, “face saving.” 

To give such a salute in honor of the dead 
of an occidental nation, Tokyo must feel noth- 
ing short of abject remorse for the Panay in- 
cident. 

Unfortunately, however, this attitude by the 
Tokyo government does not relieve the tension 
of the general situation. For, under the Jap- 


anese system, the military authorities are ab- 


solutely independent of the civil government. 
Just as though they were gangsters in uniform 
with no law to restrain them, the Japanese 
military leaders do as they like. 


There was never any idea in the United 
States that the Tokyo government instigated, 
or would have approved, the attack on the 
Panay or any other of the events which have 
so strained the relations between America and 
Japan. 


But the danger lies in the possibility—almost 
the probability—that the unrestrained army 
men in China will repeat the outrage. They 
are like mad dogs, unleashed, and not until 
they are put under some sort of control can 
peace in the Far East be assured. 


The later reports, showing that the Panay 
was not only bombed but that Japanese 
launches fired on her with machine guns at 
close range, fired on small boats bearing sur- 
vivors and boarded the sinking ‘gunboat, ag- 
gravate the offense. They offer final proof 
that the attack was deliberate, at least so far as 
subordinate officers of the Japanese army are 
concerned; that the attackers could not fail to 
know it was a United States vessel, and that 
the militarists of Japan feel they can safely 
outrage the American people. 


There is a significant and encouraging side- 
light on Japanese public opinion in the differ- 
ence in reaction to American and British pro- 
tests against similar affronts. The British gov- 
ernment protested just as vigorously over the 
wounding of its ambassador, as the United 
States protests over the sinking of the Panay. 
Yet Japan, comparatively, ignored the British 
protest. 


This can also be attributed to the rivalry 
between the Japanese civil and military. In 
the British incident the Japanese public opinion 
is not aroused, because they have no particular 
affection for Britain. So, in that case, the mili- 
tary arm is supported by public opinion and 
continues its affronts to Britain. 


But, among all other classes—bankers, in- 
dustrialists, government officials and the peo- 
ple themselves—there is,.in Japan, a feeling of 
warm friendship and admiration for the United 
States and the American people. This, despite 
the undoubted affronts this country has given 
Japan in the past. 


This admiration for America Pere OR the 
civil arm of the Tokyo government with the 
support of popular opinion, when it is the 
United States with which they are involved and 
the military are faced with national, popular 
condemnation. In this one factor lies confident 
hope of all for the maintenance of friendly 
relations between America and Japan. 

The civil government at Tokyo has humbled 
itself to the utmost. The vital question re- 
maining is to find some way to restrain the 
irresponsible gangsters in uniform who perpe- 
trate the crimes against a would-be friendly 


- nation. 


WHEN EVERY PROSPECT PLEASED 

The discovery at Annapolis of an advertising 
circular of 1669, describing to Britishers the de- 
lights of that portion of North America now 
embraced in the states of Florida, Georgia and 
the Carolinas, gives rise to thoughts on what 
man, since he entered this earthly paradise, has 
done to it. 


There is still gorgeous natural beauty and 
lush wealth of resources to arouse the pride of 
Georgians in their native state, but there are 
shaming evidences of human greed and human 
lack of foresight, too. If man had had more 
wisdom, what a glory might still be his, in this 
south of our pride. 


There were, in those days, no thousands 
upon thousands of unfertile acres, their God- 
given virility torn away by men who rav- 
aged their strength, year after year, without 
replacement. 


There were no great stretches, eroded and 
gully-gashed where nature had demanded her 
price of men who recklessly denuded her breast 
of the protective trees and scarified hér surface 
of the healing grass.

Therefore it’s quite vital to get a slant on the chance for an 
Predicting business trends would prob- 
ably be just as accurate if the prophets studied the beef livers used 
by the Roman augurs instead of charts of figures, but there is 


nothing else to go by but the best available economists’ opinion. 

In the last two days, half a dozen of the leading economists of 
the government, in as many government departments, have been 
privately asked for their best guess as to the future. The consensus 
of what they said is presented herewith. 


TREMULOUS OPTIMISM Speaking of the general situation, 
they all hope that business is scrap- 


ing the bottom now. They all admit that it’s perfectly possible for 
things to get much worse, but their feeling is that the business curve 
is leveling off. They do not expect any major upturn, but they do 


see signs of a baby boomlet. 


As one of them put it, “Inventories, production figures and indi- 
cations of the consumption level all suggest that a boomlet is quite 


possible. 


With the deflation now in progress, the boomlet will be 


like a flower blossoming under the snow. Perhaps the weight of 
snow will kill it at once, but we hope it won’t. And if the boomlet 


lives, it’s bound to grow.” 


In fact, the government economists’ attitude towards the gen- 


eral situation might be described as tremulously optimistic. 


In 


specific support of their nervous hopefulness, they offer the fol- 
lowing indications that a boomlet may come: 


RANDOM FIGURES ze 


Production in the steel industry, one of 


the two industries in which the slump 
really started, has dropped to 27 per cent of capacity, and it may 


drop a little further in the holidays. 


But there are signs that after 


the holidays it will rise again. Reports come from Pittsburgh that 
orders are already running ahead of production there, and the price 
of steel scrap has jumped slightly. 

2. In textiles, the other industry where the slump began, whole- 
saler inventories are believed to be well known. Manufacturers 
still have too much on their shelves—so much that the inventory 
of the “largest mill in the south” now shows 12,000,000 pounds of 


gray goods. 


But the textile inventory picture is definitely more 


healthy, and so is that in the shoe industry. 
3. The latest figures appear to indicate autamobile manufactur- 
ers’ assembly lines have slowed down as much as they are likely 


to for a while. 


4. Retail sales have held up surprisingly well all over the coun- 
try. Late figures from New York show consumption well above 
what had been ‘estimated and reports from elsewhere, although less 
cheerful, are not altogether black. 


TAKE YOUR CHOICE In addition to the random figures 


above, the economists find what busi- 
nessmen like to call the “feeling” somewhat improved. They hope 


that business people are now suspecting there will be no further 
decline in prices, and will thus tend to buy. They point out that 


credit is ample, and that, except for such soft spots as the railroads, 
the business picture seems sound. 

The banks are all in good shape, and few industries appear to 
be finally over-extended. And then the economists also like to be- 
lieve that the present leveling off in the stock market is a good 


sign for the future. 


Of course, their predictions are heavily qualified. Such dark 
signs as the heavy manufacturers’ inventory in the textile business 
depress them, however much they may be cheered by the improve- 


ment among wholesalers and retailers. 


They mention such things 


as the inventory loss of a-round 20 million which the rubber manu- 
facturers have taken on raw materials bought in a time of higher 


crude prices. 7 \ 


They mourn over the freezing of the capital markets, and they 
are always horribly worried by the deflationary effect of steadily 


increasing unemployment. 


They are captious, being government 


economists, at the invincible terrors of the business community in 


regard to the administration. 


But their general tone is hopeful. 


That is all that can be said. 


And as between the cheerful indications and the black ones, you 
pays your money and takes your own choice.

The Christmas Stories 


Last Sunday afternoon I sat 
with a great company of people in 
the Glenn Memorial Church out 
at Emory University, and heard a 
glorious group of students, disci- 
plined and lead by the witchery 
of Professor Malcolm Dewey, sing 
Christmas carols. The setting was 
perfect. In the subdued radi- 
ance of red candles against the 
verdant charm of holly and cedar, 
encircled by the softened outlines 
of that beautiful alabaster temple, 
tone and color harmonized _ to 
touch the emotions and awaken 
sentiments and memories sacred 
in their assoeiations with the story 
of: our religion. 


They sang songs about “Wise 
Men from the East,” who followed 
the beckoning light of a star, un- 
til its bended beams did obesiance 
to a cradle — about shepherds 
“watching their flocks by night,” 
who heard angels chanting their 
“gloria in excelsis” to the morning 
stars—about a Baby “born in a 
manger.” 


I went away wondering why 
these stories have survived the 
learning and the experience of the 
centuries? Is it not because the 
light and the music bring heaven 
and earth so close together? They 
come even now as the fulfillment 
of a vague but very certain ex- 
pectancy of humanity. | 

There is something behind the 
invisible, which 
somewhere, sometime, will burst 
into music and light. What we 
call mystery is not absolute igno- 
rance. It is .not merely the un- 
known. It is really the blending 
of the known and the unknown. 
It is something which we know, 
but can’t understand. It is this 
which awakens the pioneer and 
discoverer, and challenges. the 
scholar and the prophet. Without 
this faith that we stand upon the 
threshold of an infinite world, 
whose light and harmony may be 
revealed in new knowledge each 
day, the race could not move for- 
ward 

But the stories of tne Wise Men 
and of the Shepherds would have 
taken their places with the many 
beautiful stories of the folklore of 
the nations, had it not been that 
when these men went to Bethle- 
hem they found a Baby in a man- 
ger. And that Baby grew into a 
manhood more wonderful than the 
songs of the angels, or the radiant 
beauty of the natal star. Indeed 
the mystery of angels and stars 
pales into insignificance in com- 
parison with the mystery of His 
personality. No explanation or 
definition of Him is satisfactory, 
and yet we accept Him because 
something within answers to the 
music of His voice and the light 
of His eyes. 

Jesus is the only man who ever 


lived who provoked a discussion 
as to whether he was God, and the 
only one who ever lived a life 
which fulfilled: men’s highest ideal 
of the divine. Yet with this inex- 
pressible superiority to all other 
men, He stirs within the mysteri- 


ous depths of the spirit of the least 
among men, a consciousness of 
kinship. The poets and prophets 
of all races and ages have spoken 
of the homesickness of the human 
spirit—a groping in the darkness 
after God—a sense of incomplete- 
ness. If man is only animal, why 
this longing? It is this yearning 
of the soul which finds its satis- 
faction in Jesus. This is the hom- 
ing of the human spirit in His 
spirit. 

Sometimes I think the account 
of the coming of the “Wise Men 
from the East,” the most signifi- 
cant, if not the most beautiful of 
the Christmas _ stories. These 
searchers after the truth follow 
the light, even though it leads 
them away from their own coun- 
try into distant lands. Even to the 
shrine of an alien religion they 
go, eager for some new revelation, 
even should it be given in a 
strange tongue. -Here is a definite 
difference between genuine seek- 
ers after truth, and propagan- 
dists, or “defenders of the faith.” 


Here in dramatic form is a par- 
able of universal truth. Every 
true pathway finds its goal in God. 
All truth is divine, and he who 
sincerely seeks for its source, if 
he be patient, will find Him. Sun- 
day afternoon, under the spell of 
those fresh young voices singing 
carols, many of which had kept 
rhythmic time to the march of the 


church for centuries, I pictured to 


my fancy the multitude who next 


Saturday will rendezvous in rev- 


erent thought around the cradle 


of Bethlehem. Then I thought of 


the countless roads, from every 
land, 
which they will come. How va- 
ried are their experiences, and 
how strange their stories would 
sound to our ears. But the essen- 
tial truth is, that in reverence they 
are bowing at His cradle, and of- 
fering their gifts of love. 


The New Testament writers in 
telling the story of Jesus, so often 
use the phrase “fulfillment of 
prophecy.” O course, they meant 
that Jesus was the fulfillment of 
the Hebrew prophecies. That was 
true, but there is a larger truth 
than that. He was the fulfillment 
of the dreams and hopes of all 
humanity. The prophets were 
only the expression and inter- 
preters of these dreams and hopes. 
Then “in the fullness of time” 


these dreams and hopes “became 
flesh and dwelt among us.” —S

CREEDS AND FAITHS 


By GEORGE E. SOKOLSKY 


The end of the year brings with 
it a mood that is both softened and 
chastened. Perhaps the mere 
change of the calendar year num- 
ber may solve all problems. Do 
you believe in numbers? Is a ter- 


minal 8 better than 7? Seven used 


to be a lucky number—but then 
things are so changed. 

This column developed acciden- 
tally. I think that it was never in- 
tended by anyone that it should 
have such reguldrity. Yet that 
came about, and some people like 
my friend, Sam, and others write 
to me saying that they hate us 
both—Sam and me. But they near- 
ly always hate me for what is not 
so. And that is such comfort. 

For instance, since I have been 
doing this column, some of my old 
friends in the Cafe Royal do not 
smile at me as they used to. Ap- 
parently they think that I am an 
enemy of the laboring man and 
that I hate unions. And there was 
that man in Lexington, Ky., who 
was so sure that mine was the 
poisoned tongue of anti-labor. 
WE SEE THINGS 
DIFFERENTLY 

And yet, that is not true. The 
only difference is that we see 
things differently. I do not like 
coercion in any form. I prefer 
spontaneous enthusiasms. I do not 
believe that any man—no matter 
how mighty he may be—can keep 
another man out of a union if 
there is a real desire to join, but 
I do think that men can be forced 
into unions. And I do not like 
force. 

It is that which makes for this 
fundamental difference of opinion. 
I seek peaceful ways and so many 
others want to force people to do 
things they do not want to do. 

It is queer how I got into all this 
labor business, anyhow. And as 
long as this is such a personal bit, 
perhaps it might even be bio- 
graphical. 

After I returned from China to 
this country it seemed to me that 
too many well-off people were 
talking about the _ revolution 
around the corner.” I was then 
traveling widely and I saw no 
signs of revolution. I knew revo- 
lution. I knew what really angry 
people looked like. But I saw no 
signs of that sort of thing. 

So I wrote a piece, “Will Revo- 
lution Come?” and the Atlantic 
Monthly printed it, and I found 
myself in a new career. Then I 
sensed that the real problem that 
faced the United States was the 
handling of labor. This was in 
1932 and early in 1933 when so 
many were devoting themsélves to 
lesser matters like banking and 
balancing budgets. At any rate, to 
me they were lesser. 

DID SERIES FOR 
THE “ATLANTIC” 

So I got Ellery Sedgwick, of the 
Atlantic, to let me do labor things 
for his magazine. And he inspired 
and directed me and I did a whole 
series of articles. Long before there 
was a CIO, I, the novice, pointed 
to the rise of industrial unionism. 
Long before John Lewis became a 
kingfish I was pointing to him. 
Lots of it was luck, I suppose. 
Some of it was due to my long ab- 
sence from the United States; I 
had no predispositions. I belonged 
to nothing particularly. 

Troubled businessmen began to 
invite me to lunch and I sat about 
pontificating, almost like a New 
Deal expert. And I found that 
much of my time went into these 
conversations, but I got this out of 
them, that-I came close to the 
business group in this country. 
Soon I was making suggestions 
and giving advice, and some of it 
was being taken seriously. I dis- 
covered that I was becoming an 
industrial counselor. And that has 
become still another new career. 

I hoped that there might be 
some use in it all. Apparently the 
freshness of my point of view was 


| of some value. For, I was a capi- 


talist. Most of the businessmen 
with whom I was conversing were 
not capitalists. They disliked be- 
ing “ists” of any kind. The word 
“capitalism” was almost as re- 
pugnant to them as the word “so- 
cialism.” They asked me why I 
had to use so brash a word. They 
preferred “profit-and-loss sys- 
tem” and such other nonsense. By 
capitalism I meant a free eco- 
nomic¢, social and political life in 
which alone free men can sur- 
vive. 

“Well, it was not long before 
I became a sort of consultant for 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. What they wanted of me 
was my point of view, and then 
they seemed to go their own mid- 
dle course. I never minded that. I 
know my weakness for pushing 
too far and too hard, and I could 
not expect those who had some- 
thing to risk to go along with me. 
FOUND SOME 
CONGENIAL SPIRITS 

Subsequently I came into the 
same relationship with the Ameri- 
can Iron and Steel Institute, and 


there I found some congenial spir- 


its, but others who regarded me as 
a queer duck. I never really wor- 
ried about those who did not like 
me because they had their prob- 
lems, and their problems were not 
mine. They were seeking to save 
their companies, while I was in- 
terested in preserving the kind of 
capitalism which I liked in this 
country. 

And there we clashed. And the 
clash was inevitable because it had 
to do with a fundamental creed. 
The disagreement had nothing to 
do with the institute, but with 
things that went on 
outside of it. I did not and do not 


to do. Where to find the pres- 
ents and what presents to get.

New System: Cause 
| Of County Problem 


Editor, Constitution: Some re- 
markable changes are 


place in our plan of government. | 


The discussions now going on 
about centralization and taxation 
deserve thoughtful attention by 
the people. | : 

Our constitution is 60 years old, 
having been adopted in 1877. 
Since then it has been amended 
without much improvement, and 
in some respects has been made 
worse. The present controversies 
grew out of a provision in it re- 
specting county taxation. Article 
7, section 6, paragraph 2, declares 
that the general assembly shall 
not have power to give to any 
county the right to tax for any 
purpose, except for educational 

urposes; to build and repair the 
public buildings and bridges; to 
maintain and support’ prisoners; 
to pay jurors and coroners, and 
for litigation, quarantine; roads 
and expenses of courts; to sup- 
port paupers and pay debts here- 
tofore existing; to pay the county 
police, and to provide for neces- 
sary sanitation. 

By this paragraph it was con- 
templated that the counties would 
perform the governmental func- 
tions specified, the legislature giv- 
ing them the necessary taxing 
power. But the counties are still 
subordinate agencies of the state 
and their powers can be taken 
away at any time by the legisla- 
ture. 


Now what has happened in re- 
gard to the public schools, the 
roads and bridges, the county po- 
lice and the support of paupers?. 

There was a time when the 
state appropriated nothing to the 
common schools, but they were 
supported . from county taxes. 
Now the appropriation runs into 
millions. 

The same is true as to the pub- 
lic roads and bridges. The State 
Highway Board was created 
partly because of the failure of 
many counties to provide suitable 
roads, and partly because the fed- 
eral government declined to deal 
with our 159 counties. In order 
to receive federal appropriations 
for roads, it was necessary for the 
state to go into road building on 
a large scale with large appropri- 
ations to match the funds sup- 
plied by the United States. 


The creation of the state high- 
way patrol is the first step to- 
ward superseding county police 
by state police. 

It is now anticipated that coun- 
ty poor houses soon will no longer 
exist in Georgia, by reason of co- 
operation of the state in the fed- 
eral jsocial security system. 


The reason for this increasing 
concentration of government ac- 
tivities lies partly in the fact that 
many counties have failed to per- 
form their functions satisfactori- 
ly. This failure is largely due to 
having too many counties, and es- 
pecially too many small counties. 

From 1877 to 1904 the state 
had 137 counties. Nobody knows 
why there were so many. In 
1905 eight new counties were cre- 
ated, and 16 more from 1906 to 
1924. This brought the total to 
161. Afterward Campbell and 
Milton counties were merged into 
Fulton, making the total 159, the 
present number. Why the num- 
ber was thus increased is one of 
the mysteries of state history. 

On impartial investigation it 
appears that the schools and the 
roads of the larger counties have 
been far superior to those of the 
small counties. Some of the small 
counties have been giving their 
children free instruction during 
only five months in the year. In 
others the term is six or seven 
months. In the larger counties it 
is*nine months. - If education is 
to remain in the province of the 
counties, any county which is too 
weak to provide for it ought to be 
merged with a strong neighbor so 
as to give all the children equal 
opportunity to acquire an educa- 
tion. The same remedy would 
apply to roads, and probably to 
police and support of paupers. 

Anyhow, the system outlined in 
the constitution of 1877 is rapidly 
breaking down, owing to the in- 
efficiency of many counties and 
to contact with the federal gov- 
ernment in the matter of appro- 
priations. 

When the state takes over from 
the counties their duties under 


relieving them of heavy burdens, 
it justly and inevitably follows 
that the counties will be deprived 
of more or less of their income 
from taxes. The county commis- 


sioners. are now greatly agitated 
over the hqmestead and personal | 
property exemptions from taxa-. 
tion. A more serious question is, 
presented by the* threatened loss | 
to the counties of the objects of 
taxation, even beyond what has 
already occurred. |

Friends Won’t Let Retirement Toss 
Rail Vet of 57 Years Into Discard 


George L. English Thought End of Pioneer Service With 
Pullman Was End of Things for Him, But Atlantans 
Proved It Is Just a New Beginning. 


By AL HAILEY. 
There was a leaden feeling 


around the heart of George L. 
English as he took his coat and 
hat from the rack down at the 
shop for the last time and joined 
the ranks of retired railroad men. 

For 57 years—since he was 13 
years old—he had worked for the 
Pullman Company. He began in 
1879 under George Pullman, in- 
ventor of the sleeping car, helped 
install the first lighting system on 
a railroad car, and just recently 
came to the end of his working 
days here as advancing years 
brought about his retirement the 
first of this month. 

He thought it was the end of 
things for him, for since his wife 
died a year ago the only friends 
he has known have been Skippy 
and Buddy, a French poodle and 
an English bull terrier. 

Things Are Different. 

But yesterday things were dif- 
ferent, and Mr. English sat in his 
house on Arizona street where he 
lives with his canine companions 
and. talked over the “days when" 
and the farewell dinners given him 
when he retired. 

Born in Canada in 1867, Mr. 
English entered the Pullman plant 


near Chicago as office boy in the 
manager’s office. 
“Mr. Pullman used to talk to 
me often and tell me I ought to 
learn a trade and not just sweep 


up floors all my life,’ Mr. Eng- 


lish recalled. The sleeping car in- 
ventor always has been a sort of 
god to Mr. English and under the 
guidance of Pullman, he worked 
in every department until he had 
a thorough understanding of the 
business. 

There’s a glow in Mr.English’s 
eyes as he talks of machinery and 
you can see the wheels turning as 
he talks of the countless time-sav- 
ing devices he has invented. When 
he says he has “always loved ma- 
chinery,” it’s not hard to believe. 

He was at the height of his 
career during the days of the old 
wooden railroad cars and the 
bamboo - carbon _ incandescent 
lamps. 

Recalls 1884. 

“In 1884 I helped install the first 
electric light system ever put on 
a railroad car,” he recalled. “It 
was in Pullman, IIl., and we used 
a head-in system with bamboo- 
carbon lamps.” 

The experiment proved success- 
ful and an entire train was sub-

HEALTH EDUCATION 
DIRECTOR NAMED 


Miss Fannie B. Shaw Will 
Assume New Duties on 
January 1.

The movies do a great deal for the little blond 
dancer who Fred'‘Astaired her way into the bright- 
est portion of the film spotlight. Ginger Rogers is 
transformed by the camera from a likeable-freck- 
led-face girl*into one of the smoothest looking 
products yet turned out by Hollywood. 

These are only a few of the observations made 
by l4-year-old Peggy Stewart, who has just re- 
turned to spend Christmas at the home of her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. John P. Stewart, on Wake- 
field drive, after taking part in Paramount’s pro- 
duction, “Wells Fargo.” 

“But I am going back around the second of 
January,” said the attractive future st@& who en- 
thusiastically added that she adores film work. 
Although she admits it is very hard work she seems 
perfectly willing to give all that it demands. 

“I've been going to dramatic school for a year 
and a half, and also studying dancing,” she said.

A Marietta youth with a front’ row seat in the 
Shanghai fighting between the Japanese and Chi- 
nese finds it thrilling and at the same time horri- 
ble, to “be right in the middle of a war and never 
fire a shot.” : 

He is William Arnett, son of Mrs. Ruth. Arnett, 
of Marietta, a nephew of Mr. and Mrs, M. H. 
Thompson, of 462 Page avenue, N. E., Atlanta, and 
an honor graduate of the Marietta High school, 
where he finished four years ago. 

Young Arnett’s observations of the war were 
contained in a letter.to the Thompsons—written 
October 13 at the height of the battle for the Chi- 
nese city. 

A private, first class, in Company H, second bat- 
talion of the fourth marines, he was ordered with 
his company from the Philippines to Shanghai im- 
mediately after the outbreak of hostilities, and was 
among the marines who threw up the frst barri- 
cades in the International Settlement. 

Describing it, he recounted that they were or- 
dered out after Chinese planes had dropped, 
through error, bombs in the Settlement. 

“The day this trouble broke out,” Arnett said, 


“we marines were sent to the Settlement boun- 
dary—Soochow creek—and worked ‘ike mad to 


throw up sand-bag emplacements, string barb-wire 
along the creek and dig trenches. Our orders were 
to allow no one to enter the Settlement—and we 
are still there, carrying out the same orders, al- 
though we have since built some real fortifications, 
and are all set now for a long time.” 

After describing the Japanese landing of troops, 
Arnett tells of a bombing raid by Japanese: “Six 
planes just passed over and dropped more bombs 
than has happened at any one time since the war 
began—smoke is sure boiling up about’a mile away 
—boy, an earthquake wouldn’t make any more 
noise—tkey must have dropped at least 40 large 
bombs—mighty close to the Settlement. I’m ‘kinda’ 
glad I'm on duty as corporal of the guard in the 
headquarters here today and not'on the line.” 

After telling how Japanese planes had cleared 
the skies of Chinese aircraft, Arnett tells of a lone 
raider who harried the Japanese: “Up until about 
a week ago, there was a Chinese raider, who came 
only at night to try to sink a Jap battleship. He 
attracted a lot of attention. As soon as he came 
over, the Jap ships would turn on powerful search- 
lights and sweep the air until they spotted him, 
and then they would cut loose with their anti- 
aircraft fire—-just like a huge fireworks display— 


but a pretty dangerous one—for splinters from. 


these shells have killed and injured a large num- 
ber of people in the Settlement.” 

Describing the Chinese refugees in the Settle- 
ment area, Arnett said “it is a pretty bad sight to 
see these people, half starved, with no homes, etc., 
but they have always lived a hard life and can 
take it.” 

“We marines are not having such bad duty 
now,” he said. “We were reinforced by the sixth 
marines from San Diego—and take time about on 
the creek-£10 days apiece—and in the 10 days at 
the barracks we carry out regular training sched- 
ules and do the guard duty. 

“I am in a machine gun outfit—squad leader— 
I like it lots better than I would a rifle unit. 

“We are loaded down with equipment—helmets, 
packs, entrenching tools, gas masks, not to mention 
pistols, ammunition and a machine gun with all 
accessories to take care of—but even at that, we 
are better off than the rifle units. 

“It certainly is good experience to be out here-~ 
I am seeing and learning a lot—I never had any 
idea what war was like, but I know now—naval 
guns, heavy artillery, machine guns, bombs, rifles 
and hand grenades are heard all the time. I don’t 
think there is any safer place in the world to be 
and yet see a war before your very eyes. Build- 
ings blown to bits—planes moaning and groaning, 
and diving—naval guns ba-rooming away.” 

But after seeing it all as he describes it—the irre- 
pressible American pops up with a postscript which 
reads: “I hear more planes coming—lI'm heading for 
the roof for I like to watch ’em dive and bomb.”

It is estimated 
that in the months from December to March no 
less than a dozen costume parties of one sort or 
another are in active eruption nightly in New 
York alone, and the statistics so far as other 
cities go must be equally impressive. : 
A costume party, which'is also tagged a fancy- 
dress b4ll, may roughly be defined as a social 
gathering especially favored by ladies who closely 
resemble the rear end of a moving van and who 
imagine that ten yards of yellow satin, a two- 
dollar feather fan, and a few quarts of artificial 
gooseberries in the hair promptly metamorphose 
them into so many Marie Antoinettes. Ag for

NE of America’s most colorful dramas of 
cause and effect has sprung into being with 
the tragic death of slim and dimpled Ocie 

Lee Turner in a tourist camp near Lynchburg, 
Va. and it may be described in this manner: 

The cause— 

The mysterious slaying of the 23-year-old 
brunette, who was so lovely that she swept .to 
triumph in a beauty contest against scores of 
the South’s prettiest damsels, in a startling climax 
to a stery of scrambled lives and illicit love. 

The effect— 

Renewal of a nationwide campaign against the 
unregulated auto camps that cater to the motor- 
ing public on an ultra-frank, “no-questions-asked” 
basis, as hotbeds of immorality and haunts of the 
criminal world. ) 

Aligned against such camps are the deans of 

some colleges who have seen undergraduates be- 
come enmeshed in scandal that wrecked their 
lives and injured the reputation of the educational 
institutions—all because of disreputable cabin 
camps. 
In the thick of the fight, too, are the owners 
of the well-managed roadside camps, who are 
just as jealous of their reputations as the propri- 
etors of well-managed hotels. 

Out of it all, observers predict, may come uni- 
form state laws governing the conduct of all 
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tourist camps, which now number some 32,000, 
serve more than 30,000,000 persons a year and 
enjoy a yearly revenue of more than $500,000,000. 

And these laws, it is predicted, may be ex- 
pected to stamp\out the conditions that have 
proved so injuriobs to the new industry in all 
parts of the country by: 

1. Establishing restrictions against the admis- 
sion of minors and providing severe perialties for 
infractions. 

2. Requiring positive proof of identification 
from persons seeking to register. 

3. Making the camps subject to inspection by 
the police and by children’s societies at any and 
all times, 

Had only the second of these restrictions been 
in force in Virginia, the death of Ocie Lee Turner 
might have been prevented, and the strange mix- 
ture of human relations involved in this strange 
case might never have come to light. 

Consider the cast of the tragedy: 

There was Ocie Lee, who was found dead, a 
pistol wound behind her ear, soon after she 
registered with a man at a tourist camp near 
Appomattox. 

There was the man, John 8S. Whitlow, 32, who 
was charged with killing Ocie Lee. 

There was Whitlow’s wife, Edna. 

And there was Harold H. Holt, Ocie Lee’s

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fiance, who allegedly had angered her and en- 
raged Whitlow by being seen in the company of 
Whitlow’s wife. 


All that police knew when they were sum- 


moned to the camp, known as Barges No. 2 
filling station, was that Whitlow and Ocie Lee 
had registered as “Mr. and Mrs.” and that the 
“Mrs.” of the combination had been found dead. 
They questioned Whitlow and quoted him as 
saying: 

“Ocie Lee and I had been driving around try- 
ing to find Holt and my wife. 


“We visited several tourist cabins in the 
neighborhood, hoping to trap the two of them 
together. Finally we stopped at a tavern and I 
telephoned to a friend at Lynchburg. 


“The friend told me that Holt was at a house 
on Campbell Avenue in Lynchburg. 


“While Ocie Lee kept Holt talking on the tele- 
phone I went back to Lynchburg and went to the 
house on Campbell Avenue. 


“When Howard Holt came to-the door of the 
house I shot once over his head to frighten him. 
Then I went back to the tavern and met Ocie Lee.” 


On his return, he said, he found that Ocie Lee 
had been drinking. He swore he decided to take 
her to a cabin simply to let her “sober up”. He 
said: 

“I left-the cabin for a minute. When iI went 


back, I didn’t see Ocie Lee in the main room 
of the place. 


“Then I heard a shot and found her in the 
adjoining room, At her side was the gun I had 
used to frighten Holt with. I guess she must 
have shot herself in a fit of despondency.” 


Police heard the story of the camp manager, 
who said Whitlow appeared to be intoxicated 
when he ran out of the cabin. They questioned 
Holt, who already had sworn out a warrant for 


.Whitlow’s arrest on an atrocious assault charge, 


after the earlier gun play. They considered the 
position of the bullet wound—behind the ear. 
And they decided the wound might not have been 
self-inflicted, and ordered Whitlow’s arrest on a 
charge of murder. 


Now, police agreed that the tourist camp in 
this case was blameless. Whitlow and his com- 
panion had been required to register, and there 
is nothing in the Virginia law requiring any 
couple to substantiate -the names they give 
with, say, their automobile license _registra- 
tion slips. Whitlow and Ocie Lee had been 
drinking, of course, but in this era of repeal 


many a legally wed couple drink just as much 
on such outings. 


But, while the camp could not be blamed, the 
case was another of the type that has led 
such men as Thomas D. Green, president and 
executive director of the American Hotel Asso- 
ciation of the United States and Canada, to de- 


mounce some unregulated camps along the road- 
sides of America. 


in an interview, Mr. Green singled out the 
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‘Pretty Bey” Floyd, Alvin Karpis and other rev-

equally spectacular case of Miss Dorothy Peglar, 
24-year-old nurse, whose week-end conference 
with’Dr. Roy F. Huckett, 22-year-old physician of 
Independence, Mo., ended in the death of Dr. 
Huckett in a tourist cabin near Excelsior 
Springs, Mo. 

Dorothy worked in the office of Dr. Huckett, 
who was married and had a three-year-old son, 
and often went out with him on obstetrical cases. 

On a Saturday night Dr. Huckett telephoned 
his wife at 7:30 and said: 

“Don’t wait dinner for me. I just can’t make 
it. I’m going to Sugar Creek on a maternity 
case.” 

At 10 o’clock that night Dr. Huckett and his 
office assistant appeared at the tourist camp at 
the northwest city limits of Excelsior Springs. 

They told the night attendant they desired 
a cabin for the night and were assigned one of 
the modern, brick cabins of the establishment, 
which is one of the most up-to-date in the state. 

Dr. Huckett signed the register “Mr. and Mrs. 
H. A. Jones, Kansas City,” and then placed his 
car in the cabin garage. 

Sunday. the couple did not emerge from the 
cabin. Several times a maid who daily cleans 
up the cabins knocked at the door. She said later 
she heard voices inside but no one answered her 
knock. She said she made her last attempt to 
enter the cabin at 5 o’clock Sunday night. 

Several times Sunday night, the night watch- 
man said, he heard the couple talking ‘rather 
loudly. -Their prolonged stay caused him some 
uneasiness, he said, and finally at 1 a. m. Mon- 
day he flashed his light through a window of 
the cabin. 

The light revealed that the man in the cabin 
was lying with his head and shoulders on the 
floor beside the bed and with the rest of his 
body held on the bed by the covers. . 

When attendants went in the cabin, Miss Peg: 
lar seemed in a stupor and, according to the 
camp people, appeared to be intoxicated. 

Two bottles partly filled with whiskey were 
found on a table. 

Miss Peglar insisted that Dr. Huckett began 
drinking after he left the Sugar Creek patient on 
Saturday night and that she decided to stay with 
him until he had recovered full control of his 
faculties. 

She said: 

“I stayed with him to humor and protect him: 
He just went all to pieces.” 

She denied their relations were improper. Her 
replies to police queries as to why she and Dr, 
Huckett stayed at the cabin all day Sunday with- 
out venturing out, and up into the Sunday night, 
satisfied the authorities, who finally concluded 
that Dr. Huckett’s death involved no criminal 
complications. 

Mr. Green in his statement declared: 

“Tragic stories have sprung from these wide

“Gangster Clyde Barrow and his Bonnie Parker 
were rounded up in a tourist cabin; ‘Pretty 
Boy’ Floyd, Alvin Karpis, Dillinger and his girl, 
Evelyn Frechette, found safety in tourist cabins 
and wayside lodging houses. © 

“The forger and check passer, Henry A. 
Thorpe, made his first mistake, after years of 
preying upon the public, when he registered at a 
Baltimore hotel. Up to then he had always found 
complete safety in camps and lodging houses.” 

Some of the unregulated camps form perfect 
hideaways for groups of roving gunmen who 
make desperate forays against unprotected 
motorists on secluded roads. The bandits have 
been quick to take advantage of the opportunity 
to stop in tourist cabins where the management 
is not too curious about the guests, and where

One of the most spectacular bands of criminals 
ever to use tourist camps as a base was that led 
by Wallace Ledford, 21, and boasting pretty Rosie 
Renn, 17, and a schoolboy, Billy Talbot, only 15, 
as members, 

They started a crime wave in Kansas, crossed 
over to Colorado and invaded a drugstore at 
Otis, Col. ‘ 

Although Denver police were notified, the trio 
Slipped into a Denver auto camp unseen and 
proceeded to drive around the first real city 
Rosie had ever inspected, Before long, however, 

Patrolman.J. F. Stuchlik and F. M. Cooney, in a 
radio car, spotted the three. 

The policemen worked fast. They disarmed 
the two youths and ordered the three into the 
radio car. A half hour later, right in front of 
police headquarters, Rosie produced a gun which 
she had hidden in her girdle and passed it to 
Ledford, who forced the two policemen to put up 
their hands and get out of the radio car. 

Fifteen-year-old Billy, who was driving, couldn’t 
resist sounding the siren. As a result, the three 
were caught a short distance away. 

A host of colleges, most of them in the Mid- 
west, have had their troubles with tourist camps 
that are not so particular about the guests they 
take. : 

At Lafayette, Ind.,.seat of Indiana University, 
three girls and three boys rented a cabin in one 
of the camps. Not one of the six was of age, so . 
it is scarcely probable that the “Mr. and Mrs.” 
each couple signed fooled anyone very much. Not 
one of the six had much capacity for drink, either, 
and that was where the trouble started. 

Their ,“outing” became a general gin party, 
developed into a free-for-all fight and ended with 
one of the girls suffering a slight bullet wound 
and with another girl and a boy getting a bad 
beating in the exciting melee. 

There is scarcely a college town in the Mid- 
west; indeed, which has not had its “tourist camp - 
scandal.” 

’ Wisconsin University men and co-eds still talk 
about the sorority girl and fraternity man who 
started drinking in a camp near Madison and 
when they reached the staggering stage, set @ 
fire that burned down the entire camp. 

Even the strongest enemies of the menace 
created by some of the camps acknowledge that 
well-managed, well-constructed camps offer inex- 
pensive accommodations for the masses who 
prefer them, 

And the case for the camps is best summed 
up by Albert A. Alles, who has stopped at scores 
of them on a 17,000-mile auto tour, and who says: 

“Everything that Mr. Green says is probably 
true. He is referring to run-of-the-highway 
camps. But there is a vast difference between 
the common roadside camp and the well managed, 
high-class motor court.”

With the coming of fall there is a 
natural eagerness to remove excess 
growth that shows signs of going 
dormant. Some degree of caution 
must ‘be exercised in ‘handling ‘the

and early spring-flowering shrubs. 
Excepting that one knows definitely 
the proper procedure to follow with 
each individual shrub, less damage 
will be done to ‘the garden by delay- 
ing any attempts at pruning until i 
is possible to secure expert advice. 

The berried shrubs such as pyra- 
canthas, cotoneasters, are best pruned 
by removing the berried branches for 
decorating purposes, cutting them 
well down to the base of the plant. 
Should they be preferred for garden 
decoration, the shoots which have 
borne berries should be removed in 
like manner. 

The sprine-flowering shrubs and 
trees. including the lilac, flowering 
peaches, and other flowering fruits, 
should not be pruned in fall. They, 
like the berried shrubs. should be 
severely pruned immediately after 
they have finished flowering. Fall 
pruning removes flowering wood al- 
ready set to buds. 

There is always a great deal of 
concern about the pruning of roses, 
especially the climbing roses. Any

Questions, Answers 


On Garden Subjects 


By MRS. FLETCHER PEARSON CROWN | 


Question: I have great quantities 
of leaves. Do you think that I can 
derive much benefit. from burning 
them, then scattering the ashes, or is 
it necessary to compost them ang@ 
use as leaf-mold? 


Answer: I feel that you get prac- 
tically nothing from burned leaves. . 
It would take such quantities to give 
enough chemical value that it would 
be cheaper to buy a manufactured 
fertilizer to use. But when compost- 
ed and made into leaf mold, you have 
a material that it is impossible to buy. 
You have a value in humus that is 
of the greatest value to your garden. 


At this season of the year when 
we /have our greatest fall of leaves, 
do not waste one. No matter how 
many you have you do not have one 
to spare. Make a pit about four feet 
square and two feet deep. Put 
enough leaves into it to fill it, then — 
some of the dirt that you removed, ' 
Next add acid phosphate, or am- 
monium sulphate. Or you may use 
some fresh manure, Then add more 

~leaves, dirt, and the agent you have 
chosen ‘to .assist in their decay. You 
will be surprised how quickly they 
melt down, making room for more 
and more leaves to be added. If you 


ing the dormant season, or aiter the 
first new growth appears in early 
spring, because they flower on new 
growth only. : 

In order to prune climbing roses — 
intelligently, it is mecessary that a 
careful study be made of the tend- 
ency to produce blooms, whether on 
new wood or on mature or two-year- 
old wood. Climbing sports of ‘bush 
roses are pruned exactly the same 
as the bush parents, but true climb- 
ers, such as Belle of Portugal, Mme. 
Gregoire Staechelin (Spanish beauty ) 
produce blooms only on mature or 
two-year-old wood. Therefore ,it is 
obvious that only the wood which 
has already bloomed should be re- 
duced or shortened-in.

TAND UP, folks, and sing a few stanzas for 

the Right Hon. Charlie Frankenstein Mc- 

Carthy, the Chicago blockhead, who has 
gust completed a twelvemonth as a big-time radio 
star. : 
One year of Charlie's glibness at a microphone 
fhas raised him from the level of an obscure 
Chautauqua hoofer to a front-rank radio person- 
gwlity who does the impossible—he pleases his 
tustomers. What they crave, Charlie confides, is 
to hear themselves ° ridiculed, scorched, and 
twitted. The late Honore de Balzac did something 
wf the sort and escaped damnation by calling it 
“The Human Comedy”, But Charley calls it “My 
Affair’, and dismisses you with that. 

Wonderful things have happened te our cock- 
gure clown since his debut on NBC, with Rudy 
Vallee, on December 17, 19386. His days have 
been charged with new romances, adventures, and 
feuds, and he has waxed exceedingly prosperous 
on it all. \ 

The most momentous year of his life was this 
last, the seventeenth. It began with a heart- 
breaking retreat from the Cine Coast where the 
sniff-you-up-and-down boys said “Nix” when he 
applied for a film job. Dismayed but undefeated, 
Charlie and his assistant Bergen entrained for 
the East, stopped off at Chicago’s “Chez Paree” 
for a packed house, and went on to bigger things 
at New York’s Rainbow Room, atop of Rocke- 
feller Center.

of action as well as dreamer. | 

All thafand much more is brought 
out’clearly in Robert McElroy’s bril- 
liant and absorbing story “Jefferson 
Davis,” which is the result of 11 
years of ‘painstaking, methodical, ex- 
perienced research and study by one 
of the most distimguished living his- 
torians. It is, without question, the 
best and most scholarly biography of 
Jefferson Davis yet written, surpris- 
ingly impartial and judicious in its 
treatment of sectional issues that in- 
flamed north and south to engage in 
bloody conflict to decide by force of 


arms a problem that had emerged 


from time to time since the founding 
of the nation. 

In view of the contradictory con- 
ceptions that have prevailed relating 
to the man Who was president of the 
Confederate States this splendid work 
deserves the careful consideration of 
all who desire to learn facts, even if 
they shatter pre-conceived conclu- 
sions.

OHNNY JOHNSON. The Biography

Paul Green has*been experiment- 
ng with the drama for a matter of 
bout 15 years, but he has never, to 
y mind, justified his reputation as 
writer of experimental drama. He 
ay have experimented with ideas, 
as in.‘‘In Abraham’s Bosom” and the 
present piece. But think of “The 
Sound and the Fury” and then of 
Paul Green’s plays and the mind 
balks at grouping Green and Faulk- 
ner. But with this play Mr. Green 
can be said to have ‘brought off a 
most successful experiment. 

The play deals with a young man 
who, at the outbreak of the World 
War, is conducting a moderately 
prosperous and promising business in 
tombstones. Woodrow Wilson’s 
idealistic hysteria fails to emblazon 
Johnny, a not overly imaginative per- 
son who fails to see why he should 
be involved in a foreign war about 
which he is totally ignorant but in 
which he has some interest. Johnny’s 
girl goes to work on him with a 
flurry of the catchwords and phrases 
current at the time. and he at last 
sees that it is a war to end war which 
will make the world safe for de- 
mocracy. That makes sense to him 
and, generous fellow, he enlists. 
Now here Mr. Green shows that
